As for inſtance, Mr. Ovington, afterwards the king's chaplain, 
tells us, that in the iſland of Johanna, the inhabitants have a 
' cuſtom of burning the devil every year, and that he in revenge 
_ conſtantly ſteals one of their children annually, notwithſtand- 
ing the utmolt care to prevent it. However, this demon is fo 
good-natured as to inform them, after certain invocations, of 
the time of the arrival of any foreign ſhip. He adds, that they 
often meet him in the highways and {ſtreets in the evening, 
"and by the water-ſide. Now, if ſo learned a man could give

It likewiſe requires ſome ſhare of judgment to make a proper 
choice of books of voyages and travels, for there are ſeveral 
extant full of nothing but fabulous ſtories. Thus one tells us 
he travelled through North America, and' met with a great 
number of clephants and lions, and another informs us of the 
mad pranks he played in his journey into Arabia the Happy, 
giving an account of tranſactions impoſſible to be true. All 
fuch Utopian writers as theſe I have endeavoured to avoid:

| Of the' Solar Syſtem. | | 
That mankind began very early to lift up their eyes to Heaven, and ob- 
ly adorned, is not at all ſurprizing; but, 


that theſe obſervations before the flood, at leaſt, contained any thing more 
than mere curioſity, may very eaſily be doubted. From Ptolemy we may 


date the great progreſs of aſtronomy throughout the world; for, till that 


time, what had been learned from the Egyptians, had been, in a great 


- meaſure, confined among the Grecians. Ptolemy wrote for all mankind, 


his ſyſtem was publicly taught every where, and his writings tranſlated not 
on]y into Arabic, but ulmoit all the other languages: the ſyſtem of Ptolemy 
was looked upon as ſac. ed truth beyond all diſpute. It was long after him, 
however, that Europe received the true taſte for the ſtudy of the Heavens: 


it was not until almoſt eleven hundred years after their publication, that 
the works of this author were publiſhed in Latin, and that Aſtronomy be- 


came a ſtudy regarded by the learned in this quarter of the world, in which 
it has at length arrived to an height, as much above all that it reached in

celeſtial maſſes. The ſolar ſyſtem confiſts of the Sun, and the Planets, and 

Comets moving about it. The planets are bodies, Which appear to us like 


4 - ſtars; not that they have light in themſelves, but ſhine by reflecting the 
* light of the ſun. They are called planets from a Greek word, Which ſigni- 
4 fes wandering; becauſe they change their places, and do not always keep 


the ſame diſtance with one another, nor with the fixed ſtars, as the fixed ſtars 
q do. The planets are either primary or ſecondary. The primary planets are 
J Ax, viz. Mercury, Venus, the Earth, Mars, Fapiler, and Saturn: The 2. 

condary planets, ſo called, becauſe they move round other planets, are teb, 

viz. the Moor, which moves about the earth ; the four moons or ſatellites 
which move about Jupiter, and the five moons which move about Saturn, 
| Of theſe we ſhall ſpeak ſeparately. | | 
, The SUN, which 1s the centre of the univerſe, is likewiſe the fountain 

of light and heat: we ſee it the parent of the ſeaſons ; day and night, ſum- 
; mer and winter, are formed entirely by it, and all the vegetable creation 
. are the offspring of its beams; even our own lives are not to be ſupported 


. but by its influence; and, where it has leaſt power, we find that life hard- 
I ly deſerves the name of a bleſſing. It is in the heart of man to value what 
: he poſſeſſes; but, to any one who has ſeen a happier climate, the frozen 
; regions ſeem to make life a puniſhment. In theſe times, all men agree with 


Copernicus, that the Sun is fixed in the centre of the univerſe, and that all 
the planets, of which this earth inhabited by us is one, roll round its body, 
The Sun and fixed ſtars, ſays the great Dr. Cheyne, ſeem to be huge denſe - 
| bodies, like the earth or planets, heated to an extraordinary degree; and 
5 their heat probably may be preſerved by the greatneſs of their bodies, and 
| mutual action and re- action between their parts and the light which they 
, emit, Great bodies preſerve their heat longeſt, and that perhaps in pro- 
portion to their diameters. Sir Iſaac Newton has made it probable, that 
the comet which appeared in i680, by approaching the Sun in its perihe- 
lion, acquired ſuch a degree of heat, as to be fifty thouſand years in cooling. 
Whence we may gueſs, that, ſuppoſing the Sun and fixed ſtars to be only - 
collections of denſe and ſolid matter, like the planets, heated to a very in- 
tenſe degree, they may be millions of years without lofing any conſiderable 
part of their heat. To perſons not accuſtomed to aſtronomical calculations, 
it cannot fall of being a matter of furprize, when they are told of the magnt- 
FF , tude of the ſum, which, from its vaſtly greater diitance, appears to us to be 
but little larger than the moon. How great will be che aſtoniſhment of ſuch 
. perions on being told, that, when looking at the San, they are viewing a 
globe of liquid fire, the diameter of which is equal to an hundred diameters 
of the earth; whoſe thickneſs, in plainer terms, is ſeven hundred and 
ninety-three thouſand miles; that its ſurface is equal to ten thouſand times 
the ſurface of the earth, and whoſe ſolidity is a million of times as great . 
Let us now proceed to enquire into the fix primary planets. | - 
i. MERCURY is a planet, whoſe diameter is about two thouſand 
ſeven hundred miles, and is therefore about two-thirds of the earth's. mag- 
9 nitude. His diſtance from the Sun is thirty-two millions of miles, and his 
I mean diſtance from us about eighty-eight millions, according to Caſſini's 
numbers: he revolves round the Sun in ſomething leſs than eighiy-eight 
days, with the velocity of one hundred thouſand miles in an hour, which 
18 almoſt as faſt again as the earth travels ; for we do not go above ſifty- 
ſix thouſand miles in that time, and yet that is making pretty good ſpeed 
| | 8 to, 
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Tenawus, or beaſt called the Sluggard, in compariſon to the velocity of the 
rays of light, which certainly move about one hundred and eighty thouſand 


miles in the ſpace of a ſecond. The heat of the Sun in this planet is pro- 
bably ſeven times (Mr. Huygens ſays nine times) greater than wich us in 


the hotteſt ſummer, which is perhaps enough to make water boil; It is 
therefore natural to imagine, that his inhabitants cannot be ſuch as we are, 
fince our bodies could by no means bear ſuch a degree of heat. Mercury is 


ſo near the Sun, that he is very rarely ſeen but by aſtronomers, who know 


how to look after him, © | 
2. VENUS, which is the brighteſt and largeſt to appearance of all the 

planets, is diftinguiſhed in the heavens by a ſuperiority of luſtre from the 

others, and is incapable of being miſtaken for any of them. The dis- 


tinction to the eye between fixed ſtars and planets is, that the latter have, 
though a very bright, yet a more placid luſtre than the former. The fixed 


ſtars are Suns, and have the ſource of light in themſelves: the planets are 
lobes of earth, or opake matter, which only receive light from the Sun, 
and reflect it back again. Notwithſtanding, therefore, the fixed ſtars are at 


an immenſely greater diſtance, it is natural that their brightneſs ſhould be 


greater than that of the planets: it is this that gives them that twinkhng 


which diſtinguiſhes them from the planers when we look at them; but this 
is not fo abſolute a diſtinction as has been ſuppoſed; for the planets which 


are ncareſt to the ſun, receive their light in ſo great a degree, that, being 
alſo ncar to the earth, they reflect it with a brightneſs which does not be- 


long to the others. Venus in this manner twinkles a little, and Mercury, 


though ſo ſmall, much more: in theſe, however, the effects are ſo muck 
leſs than fixed ſtars, that it cannot confound them with thoſe lummaries. - 
In Saturn, Jupiter, and Mars, it is not at all ſeen: ' ſo that thoſe three 


planets are entirely, and theſe two are ſufficiently, diſtinguiſhed from the 


tixed ſtars by their light. The diſtance of Venus from the Sun is about 
fixty millions of miles: her motion in her orbit round the Sun is performed 
in a little above two hundred and twenty-four days, and her motion in an 
hour is about ſeventy thouſand miles, Ep | LE 2 

3. The EAR TH by its revolution in an ellipſis round the Sun in three 
hundred and f;xty-five days, five hours, and forty-nine minutes, makes the 


ipace of time we call a year. The Earth is near eight thouſand miles in 
diameter, and diſtant from the Sun ninety-four millions of miles: the line 


which the Earth deſcribes in its annual motion is called the ecliptic, and 
voceeds from Weſt to Eait, according to the order of the ſigns of the 
godiac. This motion is the cauſe of the different ſeaſons of ſpring, ſummer, 
autumn, and winter, and conſequently of the ſeveral lengths of days and 
nyghts in thoſe ſeaſons. In its progreſs through the ecliptic, it every where 


kceps its axis in a ſituation parallel to itſelf, -and equally inclined to the 


plane of the ecliptic, which is twenty-three degrees and a half, or there. 
*bouts, The turning of the Earth on its own axis in twenty-four hours, 

makes it day in thoſe parts which are turned towards the Sun, and night.

4. MARSis the leaſt of all the planets, except Mercury, and his place 

next above that of the earth, in the ſyſtem of the univerſe, his courſe

5. JUPITER is the largeſt of all the planets, and is much more re. 
mote from the Sun than any of the inferior planets we have yet deſcribed, Y 
Heaven has therefore granted him a ſupply of light by four moons or ſatel. + 


lites, which revolve round him as our moon does round us. Theſe moons, 
like the ſatellites of Saturn, are ſo much leſs than their primary planets, 
that they are not viſible without glaſſes of a great magnifying power, and 
therefore were perfectly unknown till the laſt age. The diameter of this 

lanet is above eighty thouſand miles, and the quantity of matter in him is 
about two hundred and twenty times greater than that of our Earth. His 
diſtance from the Sun is about four hundred and twenty-four millions of 


but his courſe round the Sun takes up eleven years and ten months; ſo large 
is his orbit, that he moves after the rate of about twenty-four thouſand miles 
in an hour. Jupiter, beſides a famous ſpot, by which his diurnal motion 
was determined, has appearances on him like ſwathes or belts, as they call 


this planet, which ſeem, like our trade-winds, to lie in tracts parallel to 
the equator of Jupiter. He has doubtleſs ſomething round him like our 
air; but its texture, gravity, and elaſticity, may notwithſtanding be vaſtly 
different from that of ours. The prevailing opinion, that this planet-muſt 
be inhabited, is now confirmed by the ſtrongeſt reaſon : <* For I take it, 
«« ſays Mr. Harris, that ſuch an apparatus as the making of four moons to 
«© revolve about, and to enlighten him; (as five ſuch there are alſo moving 
£* round Saturn, beſides his ring) I take this, I ſay, to be a demonſtrable 
«© proof, that both theſe planets have ſome kind of inhabitants, who have 
c eyes to ſtand in need of light, as well as other ſenſes proper for their na- 
« tures: for we never find Nature doing any thing in vain, but ordering all

The heat and light of the Sun cannot be above a twenty-ſeventh part of 
what we enjoy here, and therefore it muſt be very dark, diſmal, and cold 
living there. To this we may add, that the weight of all bodies there mutt 


6. SATURN is the moſt diftant planet in our ſyſtem, being ſeven 
hundred and ſeventy-ſeven millions of miles from the Sun. The time of 
his revolution round the grand luminary is about thirty years, and yet ſo 
very large is his orbit, that he moves at the rate of about eighteen thouſand 
miles an hour, His diameter is about fixty-one thouſand miles; and, with 
regard to the quantity of matter in him, it is about ninety-four times as 
great as that of our Earth; but his denſity is not much above a ſeventh 
art of that of the matter of our planet. As to light and heat, it is pro-

The diamerer of our M O ON is reckoned to be almoſt two thouſand 

two hundred miles; her magnitude, or rather her maſs, or the quantity f 

matter in her, with regard to the earth, is about one fortieth part. The © 

Moon, which is but a ſpeek, in compariſon of the other heavenly bodies, 

though it ſeems ſo near to us, is two hundred and forty 'thouſand miles 

diſtant from us, and its ſurface is about fourteen millions of ſquare miles. 

As the Moon is the neareſt to the Earth of all the planets, her motion is 

alſo the quickeſt, the complete revolution being performed in about twenty- 

ſeven days, ſeven hours, and three quarters. To this attendant of the 

Earth we are indebted for the flux and reflux of the tides twice in twenty- 

four hours, which are attended with ſo many advantages, that mankind 

could hardly exiſt without them, ſince the waters would then become ſtag- 

nated, and unfit for any of the purpoſes of human life. | 

It is generally agreed among altronomers, that COMETS are a 

kind of planets or bodies revolving about the Sun in elliptical orbits, whoſe 
eriodical times and motions are as conſtant, certain, and regular as thoſe 

of the planets, but abundantly more denſe, as they paſs through the 

oreateſt extremes of heat and cold, without any apparent diminution or 
alteration., All Comets appear to be ſpheres, with large atmoſpheres ſur- 

| rounding them, ſome fifteen or ſixteen times more in diameter than their 

bodies are, ſo conſequently three or four thouſand times as large, which, in 

| their perihelions, or neareſt acceſs to the Sun, by the intenſe heat emitted 
therefrom, are ſo much rarified, as to be abundantly lighter than the Sun's 
atmoſphere, and extended into long lucid tails towards thoſe parts oppoſite 
the Sun. As Comets recede from the Sun their tails diminiſh, and their 
atmoſpheres increaſe gradually, until they approach - the aphelions, or 
greateſt diſtance from the Sun; then their tails are contracted into circum- 
ambient atmoſpheres again, The bodies of Comets, eſpecially thoſe which 
have the ſhorteſt periodical times, are of themſelves but little larger than 
the Moon : fo that it is their atmoſpheres and tails which make them con- 
ſpieuous. Comets, like the planets, move in elliptical orbits about the Sun, 
with this difference, all the planets move from eaſt to weſt in the plane of 
the ecliptic, and in orbits nearly circular, while the Comets in their very 

elliptical orbits traverſe the compaſs in all directions, (the plane of the 
ecliptic only excepted) and thatin ſo wonderful a manner, as not to inter- 
fere with one or the other's orbits. , Hence it appears very probable, that 
both Planets and Comets are governed by the ſame ſtated laws: if fo, it is 

by no means unlikely, that Comets have diurnal motions round their axes,

; i | and the heavens ſeems to have no limits. The heavens therefore appear 

| indefinite in ſpace, and the ſtars unnumbered and immoveable. Theſe, 

| as they are truly ſo many Suns, may be ſuppoſed all to have planets re. 
volving round them; and thus the ſpace is filled up in a manner worthy 
the ideas we have. of the Creator. Huygens has given the planets the 


name of cele//ial Earths; and it is probable that they are, in many reſpects, 
1 like to this globe which we inhabit, and that, as the plants and animals 
1 which abound with us are formed out of the principles of this Earth, fo 
0 there are on thoſe globes plants and animals alſo formed out of their 
1 conſtituent particles, and therefore calculated for living on them. We 
1 can eaſily conceive, that creatures like ourſelves, like the animals which 


inhabit this Earth, or the plants that grow upon it, could not live in 
the extreme cold of Saturn, or the extreme heat of Mereury: all muſt be 
1 ſolid ice in the former, and, upon the ſurface of the latter, the heat 
0 is ſo great, that it will make water boil. Though creatures of our texture 
could not live in ſuch worlds, he who created us and our world, and ap- 
propriated the one unto the other, could alſo form creatures proper for the

George, and committed great cruelties 
among the people of the factory; but he 
was afterwards depoſed and killed, and 
there is now a friend to the Engliſh in his 
room. In general, Bengal is a fruitful, 
pleaſant country, by ſome eſteemed a fort 
of earthly paradiſe, and lies very conyeni- 
ent for carrying on a trade with the parts 
round about it, and for purchaſing their 
various commodities and manufactutes.

ſtone in the country. The women here are 
kept greatly in ſubjection; for, belides 
their houſhold affairs, they are obliged to 
attend the markets, and till the ground. 
The king's court, which makes a principal 
poart of the town, is ſeated in a very large 

plain, with no other houſes near it; but 
has nothing remarkable, except the extent 
of ground on which it ſtands. The river 
of Benin is extremely large and wide at 
the mouth; but how far it extends up the 
country, is not certainly known. The 
land about it is low and marſhy, and its 
banks adorned with great numbers of trees: 
upon this account it is infeſted with muf- 
quitoes, which are extremely troubleſome 
to ſtrangers, and fting them lo ſeverely, 
that their faces can hardly be known by 
their acquaintance. * It is a very fatal 
country, to the Europeans ; for no ſhips 
ever arrive here, without loſing a great 
part of their company. The natives dreſs 
all alike, with a long cloth wrapped about 
their middle, which only differs in good- 
neſs, according to their quality: but their 
children all go naked; the boys till they 
are twelve years of age, and the girls till 
they are fit for marriage. The men have 
as many wives as their circumitances will 
allow, and take care to keep them from 
their own countrymen; but are fo far from 
jealouſy of the Europeans, that they will 
often bring them into their company, and 
leave them behind. If a negro hes with 
another man's wife, and 1s found out, he 
forfeits all his goods to the huſband, and 
the wife is puniſhed ſeverely with a cudgel. 
The cuſtom of circumciſion is here univer- 
ſally practiſed, though there is no other 
reaſon to be given for it, than that their 


anceſtors have done it before them. The

ly make conſiderable havock among them: 
it is therefore no uncommon circumſtance 
at the Cape, that a ſhip on her paſlage 
thither from Europe, Jos eighty or a 
'hundied men, and ſends between two or 
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this and other Dutch colonies, than to 
meet with ſoldiers in the company's ſer- 
vice, who, upon enquiry, acknowledge that 
they have been kidnapped in Holland. 
There is an apothecary's ſhop belonging 
to the hoſpital, where the molt neceſſary 
' remedies are prepared, but no expenſive 
drug is to be found there. Patients, who 
are able to walk, are ordered to go up and

In the ſtreets there is nothing to 
be ſeen but walls without windows, and 
yet the inſides are richly adorned. The 
anoſques are the handſomeſt buildings, of 
which there are about 200, whereof the 
molt ſtately was a Chriſtian church.

Their houſes are 
moſtly thin and ſcattered, and always by 
a river ſide, with plantations lying about 
them. They are built with ſmall poſts ſet 


_ upright, about ſeven feet high, which are 
hurdled with ſticks, and daubed over with 


earth. The men clear the plantations, and 
the women cultivate them. The girls are 
employed in picking and ſpinning cotton, 
which the women weave, and the cloths 


are chiefly uſed for hammocks. It is the 


buſineſs of the men to make baſkets, which 
they do very neatly with canes, reeds, or 
palmeto- leaves dyed of ſeveral colours. 
Each man has ſeveral wives, who live toge- 
ther in great harmony. They are greatly 
addicted to dancing to the ſound of pipe 
and drum, and play a great many antic 


tricks, like our tumblers. When they go 


out a hunting, the women carry in their 
baſkets plantains, bonanoes, yams, pota- 
toes, and caſſava- roots ready roaſted. 
When they travel, they guide themſelves 


by the ſun; and, when it does not ſhine, 


by the wind. When they come to rivers, 
the women and children, as well as men, 
ſwim over them. They have no diſtinction 
of days or weeks, but reckon their time 
by the courſe of the moon. The animals, 
as well beaſts as birds, are the fame as 


in other countries of the jame climate.

EGYPT, a celebrated and conſiderable | 


country of Africa, about 550 miles in 
length, and 125 in breadth, where broadeſ. 
It is bounded on the N. by the Meditems 
nean Sea, on the S. by Nubia, on the E. 
the Red Sea and the iſthmus of Suez, * 
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— The broadeſt part is from Alexan- 
dria to Damietta, and from thenceit gra- 
dually grows narrower and narrower, til I 
it approaches Nubia, where it is encloſed 
between two chains of mountains, having 
the Nile and a plain between them , Not a- 
bove half a day's journey over. | Theſe 
mountains run on each ſide of the Nile very 
far to the N. inſomuch that, on the ſide of 
the deſert, they are continued to the Medi. 
terranean Sea, but on the E. ſide they do 
not reach as far as Cairo. Theſe moun- 


tains, from the cataracts of the Nile to Sai- 


di, are not above 12 or 15 miles diſtant 
from the banks of that river, but there they 
begin to be more open, leaving large and 
beautiful plains, which arerefreſhed by the 
waters of the Nile; then they begin to come 
nearer each other, as far as the pyramids 
of Cairo, Hence it appears, that this 


kingdom, ſo famous in hiſtory for its power 


and the number of its people, has not an 
extent proportionable to the deſcription 
the ahcients have given of it : for who can 
believe that it contained 20,000 towns, or 
cities, that the number of the inhabitants 
amounted to ſeveral millions, that the 
| kings have kept armies on foot of 300,000 
men, and that they have executed ſuch 
prodigious works, whoſe magnificent ruins 
are ſtill remaining: but when we conſider 
the fertility of the country, that not a foot 
of ground remained uncultivated, that 
there were a great number of canals, which 
are now filled up, their accounts do not 
ſeem at all improbable. Egypt is divided 
into the Upper, the Middle, and the Lower; 
which laſt comprehends the Delta, which 
reaches from Alexandria to Damietta, and 


as far as Cairo; the Middle runs no far- 


ther 8. than Beneſouf; and the Upper, 
called formerly Tliebaid, aſcends as far as 
Nubia, and the kingdom of Sennar. The 
ancients divided Egypt into the Upper and 
Lower, the former of which contained the 
Delta, and the ſecond the Thebaid. Since 
Egypt has been under the dominion of the 
Turks, it has been governed by a baſhaw, 
who reſides at Cairo. Under him there are 
inferior governors, in the ſeveral parts of 
this country; thoſe in Upper Egypt are 
generally Arabs, who pay tribute to the 
Grand Seignior, and make preſents to the 
biſtaw, living like little tyrants, and are 
frequently at war with each other. Beſides 
| thele, there are ſeveral ſheiks, who preſide 
oer particular places, and are maſters of 
' few villages, Though the air of Egypt 

is naturally hot, and not very wholeſome, 
it enjoys {o many other advantages, that

it has been always extremely populous. 
Their ancient kings governed Egypt till 
the reign of Cambyſis, who became maſ- 
ter of it 525 years before the birth of. 
Chriſt; and in their time all thoſewonder- 
ful ſtructures were raiſed, which we can- 
not even now behold without aftoniſh- 


ment; theſe are, the pyramids, the laby- 


rinth, the immenſe grottos of theThebaid, 
the obeliſks, the temples, and the pompous 
palaces, whoſe plans and deſigns are'given 
by travellers; not to mention the lake 
Meeris, and the vaſt canals which ſerved 
both for trade, and to render the land 
fruitful. After the above conqueſt, Egypt- 
began to change its face, and Cambyſis be- 
gan to ſhew his diſpoſition in demoliſhing 
the temples, and perſecuting the prieſts. 
After his death, this country continued un- 
der the Perſian yoke till the time of Alex- 
ander the Great, who, having got poſſeſſion 
of the Perſian dominions, built the famous 
city of Alexandria. He was ſucceeded by 
Ptolemy, the ſon of Lagus, 324 years be= 
fore the birth of Chriſt. Ten of theſe ſuc- 
ceeded each other, till Cleopatra, the ſiſter 
of the laſt Ptolemy aſcended the throne, in 
whoſe reign Egypt became a Roman pro- 
vince, and continued ſo till the reign of O- 
mar, the ſecond calif of the ſucceſſors of 
Mahomet, who drove away the Romans, 
after it had been in their hands 700 years, 
When the power of the califs began to de- 
cline, Saladine ſet up in Egypt the empire 
of the Mammelukes, which became ſo 
powerful in time, that they extended their 
dominions over a great part of Africa, Sy- 
ria, and Arabia, Laſt of all, Selim, a Turk. 
iſh emperor, killed the ſultan, and conquer 
ed Egypt, and the Turks have had poſſeſ- 
ſion of it ever ſince. The inhabitants are 
of four ſorts, Turks, Moors, Arabs, and 
Chriſtians, Cophts, and Cophtis, beſides 
Greeks, Jews, and other foreigners; the 
religion of moſt of them is well known 
and as for the Arabs, they are the ſame as 
in other places, that is, cheats and robbers, 
chuſing either to live in the moſt inacceſſi- 
ble places, or to rove about the deſerts in 
ſearch of paſtures, and to way-lay the ca- 
ravans. As for the Cophts, who are pretty 
numerous in Upper Egypt, they live in exe 
treme ignorance and poverty. Egypt has 
always been noted for its plenty of corn, 
and they had vineyards planted on the® 
banks of the Nile; but fince the Turks 
came in, they are neglected. There was a 
conſiderable trade carried on here in E. In- 
dian commodities, till the Portugueſe

EsCURIAL, a famous village of Spain, 
in New Caſtile, where Philip II. built a 
famous monaſtery in 1563, in memory of 
the victory gained over the French near St. 
Quintin ; it is called by the Spaniards the 
eighth wonder of the world. It conſiſts of 
aroyal palace, a church,cloiſters, acollege, 
a library, ſhops of different artiſts, apart- 
ments for a great number of people, beau- 
tiful walks, large alleys, an extenſive park, 
and fine gardens, adorned with a vaſt num- 
ber of fountains. It ſtands in a dry, barren 
country, ſurrounded with rugged moun- 
tains, and where nothing grows but what 
is enltivated with extraordinary care, It is 
built with grey ſtones, found in the neigh- 
bourhood, and was the principal reaſon of 
its being erected on ſo diſagreeable a ſpot. 
They worked at this ſtructure 22 years, 
and it coſt, 6,000,000 of crowns ; ſome 
ſay theexpence was 20,000,000, but then 
they muſt mean French livres. It is a 
long ſquare of 280 feet, and four ſtories 
ligen: they reckon 800 pillars, 11,000 
ſquare windows, and 14,000 doors. The 
moſt remarkable part is the vaulted chapel, 


the Pantheon, becauſe it is built in imita- 
tion of that church at Rome: it is the 
burying-place of the kings and queens of 
Spain, and is thought by ſome to be the 
moſt curious piece of architecture in the 
world, The n which belong to the 
monaſtery, are 200 in number, and have 
in income of 40, ooo ducats a year, which

Every 
circle has one or two directors, and a colo- 
nel; the directors have a power of convo- 
cating the aſſembly of the ſtates of their 
circle, and the colonel commands the army. 
Each circle is obliged to furniſh a certain 
number of horſe and foot, or a certain fum 
of money, called Roman months, when 
the neceſſity of public affairs require it, 
according to a tax impoſed by the regiſter 
of the ſtates of the empire. The nine

It is generally ſaid to be the beſt 
of all the Caribbee Iſlands, the ſoil being 
exceedingly good, and every where well 
watered near the ſa, by rivulets which fall 
from the mountains, eſpecially in Cabeſ- 
terre. The moſt remarkable curiofity in 
Guadaloupe is the burning mountain, ca!l-- 
ed by the French la Soufriere; it is ſeatad 
in the S. part of Cabeſterre; and that call- 
ed the Piton, or Pike, which is elevated a= 
bove the reſt of the mountains, is 24 yards 
high, and 160 in circumference, It conſiſts 
of a heap of large white calcined ſtones, 
and en the top there is a mouth of about 
36 yards in diameter; the edges are co- 
vered with large ſtones, mixed with aſhes 
and pieces of ſulphur, and there proceeds 
from it, from time to time, clauds of 
black, thick, ſulphureous ſmoke, mixed 
with ſparks of fire, Beſides this, there are 
other places with continually emit ſmoke 
with ſparks of fire, which do not prevent 
the air from being very cold.

Joe, eſpecially to ne comers. There are 
two ſprings or ſeaſons, for planting grain, 
and the year is diſtinguiſhed into two ſea- 
ſons, which are the wet and dry; but the 
rains are not ſo frequent as they were for- 
merly, which is ſuppoſed to be owing to the 
© eutting down of the woods. The months of 
July, Auguſt, and September, are called 
the hurricane months, becauſe then they are 
moſt frequent, and there is lightning almoſt 
every night. There is not above athird part 
of the iſland inhabited, for the plantations 
- are all by the ſea- ſide. Here and there are 
ſavannahs, or large plains, where the ori- 
ginal natives uſed to plant their Indian 
corn, and which the Spaniards made uſe of 
for breeding their cattle, but theſe are now 
quite bare and barren. The gentlemen's 
houſes are generally built low, being only 
one ſtory, on account of the hurricanes and 
earthquakes, and the negroes huts are made 
of reeds, which will hold only two or three 
perſons. The common drink is Madeira 
winez or rum- punch. Thecommon bread, 
or that which ſerves for it, is plantains, 
yams, and caſtava- roots. The yams are 
like potatoes, only of a much larger ſize, 
and more coarſe. Hogs are plenty, and 
their mutton and lamb pretty good; but the 
ſervants generally feed upon Iriſh ſalt-beef, 
and the negroes have herrings and ſalt fiſh.

He has generaily 12 wives, who 
has each a palace, with ſinging and danc- 
ing women for his diverſion. He has alſs 
an unlimited number of concubines. His 
palace is adorned. with 365 idols. The 
religion ofthe whole country is paganiſm;

not allow it. Inſtead of tobacco, which

here, ſpring ſhould certainly be omitted. 
Summer may be ſaid to extend from the 
middle, of June till the middle of Septem- 
ber; October may be conſidered as au- 
tumn; from which period, to the middle 
of June, it 1s all dreary winter. We 
found great quantities of wholeſome vege- 
tables in a wild ſtate, ſuch as chervil, 
garlic, onions, angelica, and wild celery. 
We alſo met with ſome excellent turnips, 


and turnip-radiſhes, upon a few ſpots of 


ground in the vallies; and this was the 


utmoſt extent of their garden cultivation. 


They have a variety of wild berries, 
which are gathered at proper ſeaſons, and 


preſerved by maſhing them into a thick 


jam. Theſe conſtitute a conſiderable part 
of their winter proviſions, ſerving as a 
gencral ſauce to their dried fiſh, Fiſh is 
certainly the ſtaple article of food among 
the inhabitants of this peninſula, who 
cannot poſſibly derive any conſiderable 
pert of their ſuſtenance either from agri- 


culture or cattle. The inhabitants of

Their bodies 
are always covered with red paint, but their 
faces are. ornamented with variety of co- 
lours, a black, a bright red, or a white co- 
lour ; the laſt of which gives them a ghaſtly 
and horrible appearance. They appear to 
be docile, courteous, and good-natured ; 
but they are quick in reſenting injuries, 
and, like moſt other paſſionate people, as 
quickly forgetting them. A rattle and a 
mall whiſtle are the only inſtruments of 
muſic that were ſeen among them. Their 
houſes conſiſt of very long broad planks, 
reſting upon the edges of each other, tird, 
in Seen parts, with withes of pine- bark. 
The furniture of their houſes conſiſts prin- 
cipally of cheſts and boxes of various ſizes, 
piled upon each other, at the ſides or ends 
of their houſes, in whichare depoſited their 
garments, and whatever they deem valu- 
able. They have alſo ſquare and oblong 
pails, bowls to eat their food out of, &c. 
The irregularity and confuſion of their 
houſes is far exceeded by their naſtineſs and 
ſtench. They not only dry their fiſh within 
doors, but they alſo gut them there; which, 
together with their bones and fragments, 
thrown upon the ground at meals, occaſi- 
ons ſeveral heaps of filth, which are never 
removed, till it becomes troubleſome, from 
their bulk, to paſs over them. Every thing 
about the houſe ſtinks of train-oil, fiſh, 
and ſmoke ; and every part of it is as filth 
as can be. imagined. n.

What the houſes want in height they have 
in length and depth, for ſome of them axe 
200 feet long, and proportionably broad, 
fo that they have 10 or 12 large apartments 
on the ground-floor. The royal ſquare is 
very handſome, and in the middle there is 
a fountain of bronze, adorned with -the 
image of Fame, which ſpouts out water. 
On the E. and W. ſides are the pubiic ſtrue- 
The river 
which croſſes Lima forms canals or ſtreams 
which run to moſt of the houſes, -and ſerve 
to water their gardens, as well as forother 
uſes, All the churches and convents are 
extremely rich, and many images of the 
ſaints are of maſly gold, adorned with 
jewels. The city is four miles 1n length, 
and two in breadth, and is divided into 
8 pariſhes, and yet it contains but 28,000 
inhabitants, whereof gooo are Spaniards. 
They make uſe of mules to draw their 
coaches with, and of theſe there are about 
5000. It is the ſeat of the viceroy, and 
contains ſeveral courts, as that of the vices 
roy, of thearchbiſhop, of the inquiſition, 
of the cruſado, and of the wills. Earth- 
quakes are here very frequent, and ſome 
have done this city a great deal of damage, 
particularly that in 1746, by whichit was 
almoſtdeftroyed; and, if it was not for this, 
it would be a perfect paradiſe, there be- 
ing plenty of corn, wine, oil, ſugar, fruits, 
and flax.

ſituation in regard to St. Paul's. The ab- 
bey is a truly venerable pile of building, 


in the Gothic taſte, here moſt of our mo- 


narchs have been crowned and buried. It 
was founded before the vear $40, but the 
preſent fabrick was erected by Henry III. 
[t is 489 feet in length, and 66 in breadth

; | broad, 
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broad, and the height of the middle roof 
92 feet. At the E. end is the chapel of 
Henry VII. which is ſo artificially wrought, 
that Leland calls it the miracle of the world. 
The ſcreen or fence is entirely braſs, and 
within are the figures of Henry VII. and his 
ms of ſolid braſs, gilt with gold; and 
the magnificentmonuments in the abbeyare 
ſo numerous, that it would require a volume 
to deſcribe them. Weſtminſter- hall is near 
the abbey, and is one of the largeſt rooms 
in Europe, whoſe roof is not ſupported by 
Pillars. Here the law-courts are kept, and 
adjoining are the houſes of the lords and 
commons. Weſtminſter-bridge, over the 
Thames, is univerſally acknowledged to be 
a maſter-piece of art, and- ſuperior to any 
thing of this kind hitherto erected. The 
new buildings in the liberty of Weſtminſter 
are increaſed to a prodigious degree, inſo- 
much that they reach as far as Mary bone to 
the N. Piccadilly to the S. and Hyde- park - 
wall to the W. Among them are ſeveral 
magnificent ſquares, as thoſe of Hanover, 
Grofvenor, Berkeley, and Cavendiſh, St. 
James's, Soho, Leiceſter, Golden, and 
Bloomſbury, are old ſquares. To theſe may 
He added the magnificent ſquare called Lin- 
coln's-Inn-Fields, and ſeveral others of leſs 
note, both in the city and ſuburbs. As 
there are ſeveral ſpots of ground within 
the city very proper to build ſquares on, it 
js hoped the magiſtrates will take this af- 
fair into confideration, to prevent the rich 
citizens from removing to the court end of 
the town. There are two exchanges in the 
liberties of Weſtminſter, of which one, 
called the New- Exchange, is pulled down, 
and the other not worth notice. Lately the 
number of houſes in the cities of London 
and Weſtminſter, and their liberties, were 
computed at 122,930, which, multiplied 
by 19, the number of people in each houſe, | 
the inhabitants will amount to 1,229,300.

Both men and women are fond of brace- 
lets and necklaces, and they anoint their 
bodies with ſtinking greaſe or oil, Their 
beds are only mats ſpread upon boards, 
and a piece of wood or ſtone ſerves them 
for a bolſter.

another. The firtt horſe that was ever ſeen

The 
air is temperate, they having breezes by 
day, and cooling land-winds at night. 
"The winds are eaſterly one part of the 
year, and weſterly the other: while the 
wn blow, it is fair weather; but while 
the latter, it is rainy, ſtormy, and tempeſ- 
tuons. The inhabitants are of a mean 
low ſtature, with ſmall limbs and little 
heads. Their faces are oval, with flat 
Foreheads, black ſmall eyes, ſhort low 
noſes, and pretty large mouths. Their 
hair is black and ſtraight, and their com- 
plexion tawny, but more inclined to yel 
ok than that of other Indians. The chief 
trades are goldſmiths, blackſmiths, and 
carpenters, and they can build pretty good 
veſſels for the ſea.

In this is the governor's apartments 
an arſenal, and the richeſt cabinet of curio- 
ſities in Europe. The ſtreets of Naples are 
large, ſtraight, and- paved with free- ſtone. 
The houſes are all built with ſtone, gene- 
rally in the modern taſte, and very well furs 
niſhed. There are a great many palaces, 
on account of the nobility who chuſe to 
reſide here. That of the king is extremely 
large, and magnificently furniſned. The 
convents and churches are ſurpriſingly rich, 
and it 1s a doubt whether thoſe at Rome 
ſurpaſs them or not. The fineſt of all is 
the cathedral, and the chapel where the” 
blood of St. Januarius is kept. It is built in 
the modern taſte, and is remarkable, as welt 
on account of the ſtatues of bronze, as the 
fine paintings contained therein. Here they 
make excellent ſoap, fine cloths, and all 
ſorts of ſtuffs; and their wine and oil are 
excellent, and in great plenty. The air is 
pure, ſerene, and healthy, and the weather 
in winter is very mild. In ſhort, it would be 
a perfect paradiſe, if they were not liable to 
frequent earthquakes, and thoſe in 1702, 
1703, 1706, and- 1744, were very terrible. 
Ihe harbour is large enough to contain 300 
veilcls, where they may ride ſecure, with- 
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waves, which breaks againſt the mole ; at 
the extremity of which there is a very fine 
light-houſe, and near it a ſpring of ſweet 
water.

NAPLES, a kingdom in the S. part of 
Italy, which has undergone a great many 
changes. The Normans became maſters of 
it in the eleventh. century; and the ſove- 
reizns were called counts, then dukes, and 
afterwards kings of Puglia: but in 1282, 
Peter III, king of Arragon, cauſed all the 
Normans to be maſlacred ; and this maſſa- 
cre was called the Sicilian Veſpers. After 
this Puglia was joined to Sicily, whence the 
ſovercigns have had the title of The King 
of the 'I'wo Sicilies, for about 260 years 
paſt. It has been called the kingdom of 
Naples, from the city of that name, which 
is the capital. The French entered it again 
in 1504, but were driven away, and then 
it came under the dominion of Spain; but 
the archduke Charles, afterwards the empe- 
ror Charles VI. got policihon of it in 1706. 
In 1736 it was given to Don Carlos, by the 
treaty of Vienna, who was lately in poſ- 
le ſſion of it, but is now king of Spain, and? 
was ſucceeded by his ſecond fon, This 
kingdom is a fief of the church, and the 
king pays to the pope every year a purſe of 
70,900 crowns of gold, and a white hack 
nev, This kingdom is a fort of a penin- 
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mall diſtance from the royal pa- | 
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ſula, and is bounded on three fides by the 
Mediterranean ſea, and qn the N. by the 
territory of the church. It is about 250 
mfles in length, and 70 in breadth. The 
Apennine mountains croſs the whole coun- 
try from E. to W. and divide it into two 
parts, like two ampliitheatres. The ſoil 
contains a great mixture of ſulphur, of 
which there are a great many mines, and 
feveral volcanos. The heat of the country 
is greatly owing to this; and for the ſame 
reaſon” the fruits become perfectly ripe. 
Theſe are oranges, lemons, citrons, pome- 
granates, almonds, dates, capers, bay-ber- 
ries, and figs. Beſides theſe they have ſu- 
gar, aniſeed, pepper, and manna. The wine 
Produced here 1s excellent ; and the beſt of 
this is called Lachryme Chriſti. This coun- 
try is not lefs rich in flax, hemp, cotton, oil- 
eltve, honey, wax, iron, and alum ; like- 
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The Neapolitan horſes are in high eſteem. 
As this kingdom has been peopled by diffe- 
rent nations, one may readily 8 that 
this mixture has produced ſtrange effects; 
for the Neapolitans have not only the vices 
of the original natives, but thoſe of ſeveral 
other foreign nations. Thoſe who live in 
the country are greatly addicted to hunting, 
and very ond of horſes; but thoſe in the 
cities paſs their time in going to ſhews and 
ſpectacles. The ladies are greatly addicted 
to gallantry; and though their huſbands are 
jealous, they find means to deceive them. 
The common people are ſo inclined to kna- 
very and theft, that in Calabria one would 
think the ſeventh commandment was quite 
forgotten. There was a time when Italy 
{warmed with vagabonds, called banditti, 
who made robbing a buſineſs. Some of 
theſe companies were ſo bold and formida- 
ble, that if they intended to murder any one, 
he ſeldom eſcaped. This was carried ſo 
far, that not only travellers were aſſaſſinat- 
ed in their inns, but they ſent letters to per- 
ſons of quality, requiring them to lay ſuch 
a ſum of money in a certain place, unleſs 
they were willing to be murdered. But 
now this terrible race of men is quite extir-- 
pated, and the roads are free from robbe- 
Ties. The Jews were baniſhed out of this 
kingdom till the reign of Charles V. but in 
1740, the late king allowed them to enter 
it again for the ſake of trade; however, in 
1743, and 1744, a terrible plague happen- 
ing, the churchmen perfuaded the king, 
that it was on account of the Jews, and 
ſo they were expelled the kingdom again.

The natives are of a middle ſta- 
ture, with ſtrong limbs, woolly hair, and 
black ſkins. Their features are good, not 
having flat noſes and thick lips like the 
other negroes. They are a lazy people, 
and their chief .employment 1s huſbandry; 
They plant their fields with Indian corn, 
of which they make bread, and another 
ſmall grain, no larger than a muſtard-ſeed, 
of which they brew their drink. They have 
no arts nor trades, for every one builds 
his own houſe, and does his own work. 
They go naked, except a ſhort apron to co- 
ver their nudities. They have caps made of 
tallow, about nine or ten inches high, in 
which they reſemble the Hottentots. The 
women have ſhort petticoats, which reach 
down to the knee, and when 1t rains they 
cover their bodies with a cow-hide. Both 
men and women have a piece of cow-hide 
cut in. the form of a tail, which reaches 
from the waiſt to the ground. Every man 
may have as many wives as he can pur- 
| chaſe, for here they are all bought. In 

general, they are a very civil ſort of peo- 

ple, and very kind ta ſtrangers, as two 

Engliſhmen experienced who were caſt 

away upon the coaſt, and had wives and cat- 

tle given them gratis. The land animals are 


elephants, lions, tygers, bullocks, hogs, 


rabbits, and many others. There are alfo 
abundance of ſea-horſes of a monſtrous 
ſize, with hides like elephants. - The ele- 
phants herd together in troops of 1000 or 


| 1500 each. They are ſeen grazing in the 


morning and evening, but in the heat of 
the day they retire into the woods. They 


have alſo deer, and fowls of various kinds, 


as alſo a vaſt number of birds, whoſe 
names are unknown.

Germany, coming to ſettle in Gaul, found- 
ed a new kingdom, to which they gave the 
name of France; but the country we are 
now ſpeaking of, was not comprehended 


emperor Lewis the Pious having divided 
the domintons of their father among them- 
ſelves, (for he poſſeſſed Germany, France, 
and Italy) a new kingdom was formed, 
comprehending Germany and France, 
which extended from the Mediterranean 
Sea to the Ocean, and contained a part of 
the Netherlands. It was called Lotharia, 
but did not long ſubſiſt, for it was ſoon 
divided into two, and that ſeated near the 
Mediterranean called the kingdom of Bur- 
gundy ; while the other tothe N. had the 
name of Auſtraſia. Neither did this laſt 
continue long, it being divided into ſmall 
provinces under different names, which 
ſtill depended on the empire of Germany, 
and were called Lower Germany. In pro- 
ceſs of time the houſe of Burgundy pur- 
chaſed many of them, and was about to 
form them, with Burgundy, into a king- 
dom; but Charles the Hardy, the laſt 7%. 
of Burgundy, being killed by the Swils in 
1477, his part of the Netherlands fell to his 
daughter Mary, having no male iſſue, and 
ſhe marrying the emperor Maximilian, the 
Netherlands fell to the houſe of Auſtria. 


united them all under the title of the circle 
of Burgundy, making it a part of the Roman 
empire. This circle was then compoſed of 
17 provinces, namely, Brabant, Limburg, 
Luxemburg, Guelderland, Flanders, Ar- 
tois, Hainault, Holland, Zealand, Namur, 
Zutphen, Frieſland, Mechlin, Utrecht, O- 
veryſſel, Groningen, and Antwerp. Af- 
ter his death his dominions were divided 
between his brother Ferdinand I. and bis

This monarch was deſirous of founding a 
fifth monarchy, and made choice of the 
Netherlands to begin his pr 
ſeeing that he could not ma 
a ſeat of war by fea and land, while the in-

For this 
N he ſent the duke d'Alba, well

the Auſtrian Netherlands and the United 
Provinces. To the Auſtrians helong the 
counties of Artois, Flanders, Hainault, and 
Namur, the duchies of Luxemburg, Lim- 
burg, Guelderland, Brabant, and Mechlin, 
as alſo the marquiſate of Antwerp; which 
ſee in their proper places. The French have 
allo ſome part. of the Netherlands. The 
Netherlands in general are bounded by the 
N. Sea, which gives the inhabitants the 
means of trading to all parts of the world; 
on the E by Germany, Weſt-Frieſland, the 
territories of Munſler, Cleves, ſuliers, and 
Triers; and on the S. by France and Lor- 
rain. As the mation is dangerous, they 
have raiſed up dykes on the ſide of the ſea, 
and on the other fide are numerous fortreſ- 
ies to oppoſe the invaſion of their enemies.

On ſome places of this river there 
are rocks, from whence the water falls ſe- 
veral feet, and theſe are called the cataracts 
of the Nile. It overflows regularly every 
year, from the 15th of June to the 17th of 
Sept. when it begins to decreaſe. The fer- 
' tility of Egypt depends upon the oyerflow- 
ing of the Nile; and they reckon it will be 
| bad year when it is leſs than 14 cubits, 
and above 18, but 16 cubits is the proper 
height; and when this happens, they make 
public rejoicings throughout the Delta. 
This river affords plenty of ſiſh, and breeds 
2 great number of crocodiles, which are 
very large aud very dangerous. Different 
authors give different accounts. of the juſt 
height of the anundation ; but that is not 
very. material to an Eoglith reader. The 
Delta, or Lower Egypt, is always overflow- 
ed; and when the waters are almoſt gone 
oll, they ſow it with rice, which delights in 
watery grounds.

| the golden ſurplice,the mantle of the choir, 


and the gloves, the ſlippers, and the heredi- 
tary crown of the emperor Rodolph II. 
All theſe rarities are placed in a cheſt, 
which is ſuſpended by a rope in the dome, 
and they are never taken down but at the 
coronation of the emperor, or when any 
perſon of high diſtinction wants to ſee them. 
The ancient and ſuperb caſtle, or palace, 
which the inhabitants bought of the bur- 
graves, is ſtil] ſtanding at the extremity of 
the city. Here are four Latin ſchools, be- 
ſides a famous college or univerſity. No 
Jews are ſuffered to lodge a ſingle night 
here; nor can they enter the city at all 
without paying a certain tax. They have 
in proceſs of time obtained a conſiderable 
territory, which is about 30 miles in diame- 
ter, and 100 in circumference, and in which 
are two large foreſts. Their manufactures

holding that of jeſus in her arms, as if 


going to be laid in his tomb. On one 
ſide of her was the ſtatue of Charles II. 
on his knees, and on the other Joan of 
Arc, called the maid of Orleans, dreſſed 
in armour. Every year, on the 12th of 
May, they make a ſolemn proceſſion in 
memory of Joan. Her ſtory is well 
known; and that the firſt exploit ſhe per- 
formed was the raiſing the liege of Or-

The only qua- 
drupeds found upon the iſland, are hogs, 
domeſtic dogs, and rats, which the inlia- 
bitants ſuffer to run about at pleaſure, 
without ever trying to deſtroy them; but 
of fiſh upon the coaſt there is a great 
variety of ſpecies.

100 churches, and as many palaces. The 
river Moldaw, or Muldaw, runs tliro' the 
town, and ſeparates the Old from the New. 
There is a handſome bridge over it, built 
with free ſtone, and ſupported with 18 
arches. It is 1770 feet in length, and 35 in 
breadth, having a ſtrong tower at each end, 
and 5 ſtatues on each ſide. The Old Town 
is ſeated near the Muldaw, and is very po- 
pulous; the houſes are high, and the ſtreets 
narrow. There are two large ſtructures, 
one of which is the old palace, where the 
ancient kings reſided. The fineſt ornament 
of this part is the univerſity, frequented 
by a great number of ſtudents, The Jeſuits 
have a magnificent college here; and it 1s 
here the Jews reſide, where they have nine 
ſynagogues, and conſiſted of 9o, ooo per- 
ſons, till they diſobliged the king of Pruſ- 
fra, who drove them all from it. The New 
Town ſurrounds the Old, and contains fine 
ſtructures, handfome gardens, and large 
ſtreets. In the church of St. Peter and 
Paul there is a large column, broken in 
three pieces, which they pretend the devil 
brought from Sr. Mary's at Rome. The 
Little Town was built on the ſpot where 
there was a foreſt, and there is a poplar- 
tree yet ſtanding,” which they affirm has 
grown there about 1000 years. The prin- 
cipal-builgings are the Royal Caſtle, the 
Radſhin, and the Straw-houſe; in the firſt, 
the elector of Bavaria received the homage 
of the inhabitants as king of Bohemia, in 
1747, It contains a hall, roo paces long, 
and 40 broad, without any pillar to ſup- 
bort the roof. The palace called Radſſiin 
is the place where the prince Drahomire 
was ſwallowed up alive in 921. In the 
Straw-houſe they ſhew the place where the 
Swedes entered the city in 1648. It con- 
tains 52 palaces of the nobility, but many 
of them have ſuffered in the late war.

Poliſh Pruſſia comprehends the palatinate 


of Pomerania, of which Dantzick is the 


capital ; the palatinate of Culm, of which 
'Thorn is the principal town ; the palati- 
nate of Marienburg, whoſe principal town 
is of the ſame name; and the territory 
of Wermland, whoſe principal place is 
Brauniburg. Regal Pruſſia is divided into 
three great circles, and each of theſe cir- 
cles contains three ſmall provinces. The 
circles are thoſe of Samland, Nantangen, 
and Hockerland, which ſee.

Several na- 
tions have made incurſions into Spain at 
different times; but the moſt remarkable 
is that of the Saracens, or Moors, who in- 
vaded this country in the eiglith century, 
and over-run all parts of it. But the Chriſ- 
tians having recovered their rights by little 
and little, they divided it into five king- 
doms, namely, that of Navarre, near the 
Pyrennees ; that of Caſtile, which compre- 
hende& Leon, Aſturias, Galicia, Eſtrema- 
dura, and Andaluſia; that of Arragon, 
which contained Biſcay, Catalonia, Valen- 
cia, Murcia, and the iſlands of Majorca

Spain is but 
thiuly peopled, which may be attributed to 
the expulſion of the Moors, particularly in 
1568, and 1615 ; at both which times it is 
pretended a million of thoſe; people were 
drove out of the kingdom.

liſh, who purchaſed many things in Se 
den, now fetch th : 
The merchandizes which the Swedes fup« 
ply foreigners with, are boards, gun- 
powder, leather, iron, copper, . 
ſkins, pitch, roſin, maſts, and all ſorts of 
wooden utenſils; and on the contrary; 
they are obliged to purchaſe ſalt; brandy; 
wine, linen cloth, ſtuffs, tobacco, ſigary _ 
ſpice, and paper. However, the trade has 
been greatly hurt by the Ruffians having 
ſeized Livonia, which was the granary of 
Sweden; and now, in ſcarce. years, they 
are obliged to purchaſe corn aud proviſi- 
ons from the Ruſſians with ready money 
beſides, in 17215, their veſſels were obli 

to pay the ſame toll as other nations for 
paſſing the Sound; however, in 1731, they 
ſet up an Eaſt India company at Gotten- 
burg; and as that harburis without the 
Sound, the merchandizes brought from the 
Eaſt Indies come duty free. The inhabi- 
tants are of a robuſt conſtitution, and able 

to ſuſtain the hardeſt labour. They are 
much more poliſhed than what they were 
and have ſeveral public ſchools' and col» 


Their houſes are generally of wood, and 
very little art in their conſtruttion. The 
roofs are covered with turf, on which their 
goats often feed. There is no country in 
the world where the women do ſo much 
work; for they till the ground, threſh the 
corn, and row the boats on the ſea. The 
government of Sweden was always mo- 
narchical, and was formerly elective, but 
afterwards became hereditary, But after 
the death of Charles XII. in 1718, the

rabia, Croatia, Boſnia, Dalmatia, Servia, 
Bulgaria, and Romania or Rumelia, The 
S. part contains ancient Greece, in which are 
7 large provinces, called Albania, Epirus, 
Macedonia, Janna, Livadia, the Morea, 
and the iſlands of the Archipelago. Turky 

im Aſia, comprehends 5 large parts, name- 
ly, Natolia, Georgia, Turcomania, Diar- 
beck, Suriſtan, and Syria; ſome reckon A- 
rabia and Armenia, but theſe parts have. 
little dependence on the Grand Seignior. 
In Africa they poſſeſs Zgypt, and a ſmall 
part of Abyſſinia in Barbary; there are alſo 
other countries in Aſia and Europe, which 
they are not maſters of alone, but conjunct- 
ly with other princes, and Conſtantinople is 
the capital of all Turky.

| TheGrand Seignior is abſolute maſter of all 


the goods and poſſeſſions of his ſubjects, in- 
ſomuch that they are all little better than 
ſlaves. The titles he aſſumes are God upon 
Earth, the Shadow of God, the Brother of 


the Sun and Moon, the Diſpoſer of Crowns, 


and the like. The Grand Vizier is the 
chief next the Emperor, but it is a danger- 


ous place, for he often depoſes them, and 


takes off their heads juſt as he pleaſes; and 
here it may be obſerved, that though the 
Grand Seignior has ſuch prodigious power, 
he ſeldom extends it to thoſe that live a pri · 
vate live, for theſe may remain as quiet as 
in any other part of the world. It is com- 
monly obſerved, that his baſha ws, govern- 


ors and officers of ſtate, are the children 
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of Chriſtian parents, which are commonly 
taken in war, or purchaſed; however, this 
is not ſo univerſally true as it was formerly. 
The Turks have always very numerous 
armies on foot, the chief of which are the 
Janiſaries, who have been bred in the Se- 
raglio, and have uſed military diſcipline 
from their infancy. Of theſe they have 
always 25,000, and there may be about 
_ 200,000, who have that name. The reli- 
gion of the Turks has great affinity to that 
df the Jews; for they believe in one God, 
und that his great prophet is Mahomet, as 
the Jews affirmed Moſes to be. They ob- 
ſerve the ſame rules in eating and drinking, 
- and they hold hogs fleſh in greatabhorrence 
as well as the Jews. The chief difference 
conſiſts in ablutions, frequent prayers, and 
repeated bathings; for with regard to plu- 
rality of wives, they are very much alike, 
only the Jews conform in a great meaſure 
to the cuſtom of the country which they 
inhabit, in that reſpect. We ſhall ſay no- 
thing of the trade in general, becauſe in ſo 
extenſive an empire it muſt he quite differ- 
ent in different parts, However, we may 
- obſerve, that the Turks themſelves are not 
very induſtrious, and that the numerous 
Chriſtians and Jews that live among them 
are moſt addicted to traffic and mechanic 
employ ments. Their GrandSeignior's chief 
revenues ariſe from cuſtoms and other du- 
ties on merchandizes, beſides a capitation 
tax on all Chriftians within his dominions.

ple, and accuſed them of having encroach- 
ed on the limits of their provinces. The 
Vermonteſe, on their part, made remon- 
ſtrances to congreſs, praying to be conſi- 
dered as an independent ſtate, but as ſuch 
firmly attached to the general cauſe of 
American liberty ; that they were willing 
to ſupply their quota of militia, and beg- 
ged to be in congreſs by dele- 
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mont. Congreſs, however, did not then 
think fit to comply with their demands, 
and decided in favour of the provinces of 
New Hampſhire and New York, by con- 
ſiderably contracting the boundaries of 
Vermont. Soon after this refuſal, the con- 
greſs finding that Gen. Haldiman, gover- 
nor of Canada, had attempted to profit 
by the diſpute, and was forming a league 
with them, they thought proper to relax 
in their former ſeverity, and tranſmitted 
a propoſal to the Vermonteſe, ſtating, that 
they were willing to admit their title to 


This propoſal was acceded to by a large 
majority in the provincial congreſs of 
Vermont, and the matter was finally ad- 
juſted in the month of April, 1782. The 
perſons, manners, and cuſtoms, of the 
Vermonteſe, are nearly the ſame with thoſe 
provinces, from which they emigrated;

However, the coal is at pre- 
ſent of no uſe, for plenty of wood for firing 
grows at every man's door. In roceſs of 
time there is great reaſon to believe, that 
there will be mines of various kinds found : 
in the mountains, which at preſent the in- 
habitants do not think it worth while to 
enquire after. There are a great variety 
of truits, ſome of which grow there na- 
turally, and lome have-been tranſplanted / 
from England, particularly peaches, which 
grow almoſt every where upon ſtandard” 
trees, and yet are exceedingly good. There 
are very few towns in Virginia, or even 
villages, for the planters have houſes ſcat- 
tered every where up and downthe country, 
where they cultivate tobacco, which is the 
principal commodity. - James-town was. 
formerly the principal, but of late Wil- 
liamſburg, where there is a college. It 
conſiſts of one long broad ſtreet, with a 
few houſes at ſome diſtance from each other. 
In general it is an hoſpitable country, and 
they are ſo ready to entertain each other, 
and ſtrangers, that a man may travel thre“ 
it without any expence. There are now. 
nooriginal Americans, improperly called 
Indians, in the eaſtern parts of Virginia, 
becauſe they rather chuſe to live by them< 
ſelves, and follow their own cuſtoms. With 
regard to their compiexion, ſtature, and 
manner of living, they reſemble the other 
Americans. However, they have a lan- 
guage of their own, and indeed there is 
ſuch a vaſt variety of different tongues, in 
different parts of America, thatitis very 
hard to give any tolerable reaſon for this 
variation, However, this is not peculiar 
to them, for in Africa, where the negroes 
nearly reſemble each other, their language. 
is various, inſomuch that thoſe who- un- 
derſtand any one, may travel 20 or 30 
miles, and meet with thoſe who have not 
a word made uſe. of in the ſame ſenſe, 
The original natives here are of a red 
copper colour, with coarſe black hair, 
black eyes, and without beards, as they 
are in all other parts of America; and of 
this I am the more certain, becauſe I have 
made it my buſineſs to enquire into, and 
examine theſe particulars upon the ſpot. 
Moſt authors tell us that they have beards, 
and that they pluck them out by the roots; 
but this is a_ mere fiction, which I can

As the knights die, their banners 
are taken down, and their titles and coats 
of arms engraved on little copper plates and 
nailed to the ſtalls, from whence they are 
never removed. The apartments of this 
palace are adorned with curious paintings, 
and the rooms are large and lofty, inſomuch 
that * 5h hardly to be paralleled in Eu- 
rope. The pariſh church is large, having

there is a handſome town hall, with a ſta- 
tue of queen Anne at one end, and prince 
George of Denmark at the other.

The men are ſtout, well-made, and fleſhy ;

1 | dy og 0397 0, ERS 00, 
And by this method he found, that about 69 Engliſh miles and a half 
anſwered to one degree: the circumſerence of the earth, therefore, will be 
about 25,020 miles, and its diameter about 8ooo miles. e 
Nothing now ſeemed wanting to determine the dimenſions of the earth, 
and calculate diſtances on its ſurface to a ſufficient degree of accuracy: but 
in the year 1672, Nr. Ricker being ſent from France to Cayenne, in order 
to make aſtronomical obſervations, found, that his pendulum clock, which 
bad been regulated at Paris, to the mean motion of the ſun, hen carried to 
that ifland, Which is not above five degrees diftant from the equator, loft 
every day two minutes and fifty eight ſeconds. At his return to France he 
reported this obſervation, as one of the moſt important ever made; and it 
accordingly engaged the attention of the greateſt philoſophers and mathe- 
maricians in Earope. © . J 
Ihey were convinced, that, in conſequence of this experiment, the effef 
of gravity was leſs at Cayenne than at Paris; for when the pendulum of a 
clock departs in its motion from the perpendicular, the force which brings 
it back again is gravity ; and this is done quicker or flower, in proportion 
20 the greater or leſſer degree of gravity.

In order to continue this fluid matter at reſt, the weight of a column of 
water, extended from the centre to the equator, muſt be equal to that of 4. 
column of water continued from the ſame centre to the pole. But the co- 
lamn correſponding to the equator, being formed of matter rendered lighter 
by the centrifugal force than the matter which forms the column correſpond- 
ing to the pole, it follows, that it muſt be longer than the latter; conſe» 

vently, the earth is an oblate ſpheroid, or flattened at the poles. 

Sir Iſaac Newton, to whoſe ſagacity we owe this important diſcovery, 
carried his theory ſo far as to calculate the difference between the two 
diameters of the earth; and the reſult of this ſubtle diſquiſition is, that the 
diameter of the equator exceeds the axis of the earth the 23oth part of irs. | 
length ; or that the twodiameters of the terreſtrial globe were-in proportion 
to each other as 229 to 230. ee ee 5 .
